PUBLIC sitting of the Prices Com- 
AN mission was held yesterday at Castle 

treet, Dublin, to take evidence from 
representatives of provincial builders’ pro- 
viders and timber merchants, as to the cost 
of materials and appliances used in the build- 
ing of houses. 

Mr. J. P. O’Brien, Chairman, presided. 
The other members present were :—Mrs, M. 
J. McKean, Mr. L. ad Duffy, Mr. J. 
Gannon, B.8c., M.Inst.C.E.I., Mr. E. J. 
Riordan (Confroller of Prices), Secretary. 

Mr. J. A. Patton, who was accompanied 
by Mr. W. J. Talbot, representing Messrs. 
David Patton, Monaghan, said that the 
small margin of gross profit shown in the 
accounts was due to keen competition. 
Monaghan was one of the cheapest towns in 
the country as regards these materials. 
Proximity to the border had, of course, an 
effect on prices. The Customs duties had 
not affected their turnover in any way. He 
thought that the effect of the duties had 
been to give increased employment in the 
Free State. | 

Mr. John Connolly, of Messrs. Isaac 
Beckett, Ltd., Ballina, said that there*was no 
effort on the part of builders’ providers to 
fix general prices. Attempts to fix such 
prices had not been successful. as someone 
always broke away.

JUSTICE JOHNSTON, 
HE hearing was resumed of the action 
and claim for an interlocutory injune- 
™ tion by Patrick Breen, Church street, 
Listowel, and other a of that town, 
to restrain the Comm er (Mr. d. P 
Moran) from striking a rate making provision 
for the payment of principal and interest on 
any loan obtained between June 26, 1928, and 
June 25, 1934, or any loan which exceeded 
the borrowing powers of the Council.

Health were also cited as defendants. 

{t was alleged that there was no legal 
Urban Council for Listowel in existence dur- 
ing the period mentioned, but that the only 
three remaining members of the old body, 
the other nine having resigned or been dis- 
qualified, carried on as if they had been re- 
elected and borrowed, among other loans, 
£9,700 from the Board of Works to carry out 
a water supply scheme. 8 


. THE DEFENCE 


_ The defence was that, no nominations hav- 
ing Been received for election in June, 1928, 
the three councillors who remained—Messrs. 
1. J, Walsh, E. J. Gleeson and P. Brown— 
were deemed to be re-elected and constituted 
a quorum, and that the Council’s borrowing 
powers had not been exceeded, 

The hearing had been adjourned from the 
previous sittings. 

Mr. Jellet, K.C.; Mr. Lavery, K.C., and 
Mr. F. Lynch (instructed by Messrs. M. J. 
Byrne and Co.) appeared for the plaintiffs; 
Mr. FiteGibbon, K.U.; Mr. J. M. FitzGerald, 
K.C,, and Mr. W. Binchy (instructed by Mr.

Mr. Gavan Duffy, continuing his argument 
on behalf of the Minister for Local oi 
ment and Public Health, said that he had 
already submitted that a local authority 
could not be allowed to repudiate its loans 
even when there was some irregularity; any 
other argument would make a loan to a local 
authority so risky that nobody would lend 
to one. At the worst, where there was a 
case of an express statutory veto on a loan 
beyond a certain amount, it was well estab- 
lished that only the excess of the loan over 
the amount allowed by the statute would be 
disallowed. 

It had also been submitted that, if there 
was any irregularity in an urban council 
election, the proper,remedy was intervention 
by the County Council, which had ample 
powers 


“A LAWFUL COUNCIL” 


He hoped, however, to satisfy the Court 
that there had been no irregularity whatever 
in the matter of the particular election which 
had been challenged. As an alternative to 
Mr. FitzGibbon’s argument, he submitted 
that the three men who were returned in 
1928 alone constituted a lawful council and 
that the other nine, who had been members 
of the former council, had become disqualified 
by six months absence. : 

Six of the nine resigned between September, 
1925, and November, 1927, and three were 
absent during the whole of 1926. Those 


who resigned ought to have paid fines, but

did not, and therefore, their resignations | 


might have been ineffective, but in any event, 
they were disgualified by the mere fact, of 
abstaining from meetings for six months. 
Disqualification by absence continued until a 
person got himself re-elected. If the nine 
were automatically disqualified after a 
certain period, they could not be retiring 
members. Therefore, the Clerk was quite 
right in treating the three persons who stood 
as the only persons entitled to be re-elected. 
The nine disqualified persons could have 
been duly nominated as candidates, . and 
their disqualification would have ceased on 
their return, but that was not. done. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy said that he relied, as a 
further defence, upon the Public Authorities’ 
Protection Act, 1893, and stated that the 
action. was brought against what was, in fact, 
a local autaority for an alleged default of 
that authority—in getting itself improperly 
constituted and in wrongfully borrowing 
money. 

Mr. Justice Johnston—How do you say 
you are protected? 

Mr. Gavan Duffy said that the local 
authority was represented by Mr. Moran, the 
Commissioner, who had _ succeeded _ the 
Council, which was supposed to have done 
something five or six years ago, and which 
was now brought into question. The Act 
had been held to cover an application in 
Chancery, and was not confined to tort. It 
gave protection in any kind of equitable 
relief that may be sought in the courts, The 
summons was issued only in Sapemnes last, 
complaining of acts done from 1928 till 1933 
during the time when these three men were 
in office, and that was long over the six 
months within which under the Act it should 
have been begun if the Act was not to apply. 


“AN INTOLERABLE 


BURDEN ” 


Mr. Lavery, replying for the plaintiffs, 
referred to the fact that, in addition to: the 
original defendant, the Commissioners of 
Public Works had been added, and that the 
Minister for Local Government had also, at 
his own request, been added as a defendant. 
The plaintiffs, he said, were a number of the 
ratepayers of Listowel, who wanted the de- 
cision of the Court against all these im- 
portant persons and bodies that they were 
not to be burdened with an intolerable burden 
in respect of something which was of no 
value to them, and against the creation of 
which they protested at every stage. The 
Minister for Local Government, through Mr. 
McCarron, the Secretary of the Department, 
by affidavit had put an apology and explana- 
tion of the action of the Minister on the files 
of the Court, which was designed to show 
that the Minister had all through acted with 
the gteatest considegition for the ratepayers 
from the beginning. 2 

The plaintiff had replied to that affidavit, 
and Mr. Breen’s affidavit, which was docu- 
mented at every point, showed that the water 
scheme was imposed on the town of Listowel 
by the three persons who purported to carry 
out the business of the Council during the 
period in dispute, with the encouragement 
and connivance of the Ministe: and in collu- 
sion with him, and in opposition te the wishes 
of the people of the town. At every stage 
responsible ratepayers, at inquiries and by 
the employment of engineers and experts, 
objected to the scheme, and pointed out that 
it was not wanted and that it would be a 
failure. They had satisfied themselves, and 
sought to satisfy the Minister, that the 
scheme would be a white elephant and use- 
less to the town, and it had proved to be

Surgeop Stoney stated that after having 
examined the applicant in February, 1934, he 
came to the conclusion that he was obsessed 
with the idea that his hand would never again 
be of any use to him. i 

Dr. M. J. Dillon stated that twelve months 
ago applicant’s condition was just as it was 
to-day. He had a severe tremor in his right 
hand, The fingers and tendons of the right 
hand were contracted. His gripping capacity 
was very feeble. Recently when he examined 
the man he came to the conclusion that the 
tremor -was not intentional. 

Thomas Doyle, foreman in the service of 
the respondents, stated that the applicant had 
been re-employed and given light work, and 
he was paid Jabourer’s wages, £2 15s. a week.

On 
din, ve on the following day, which was 
Sunday, he found that the back door leading 
from the yard to the shop had been forced 
open, and that an entrance had been effected 
from a glass roof of the store; £15 in coppers 
had been taken from a desk, and the stock 
missing included several bottles of whiskey 
and some cigarettes—or a total value’ of 
£17 16s. 4d. 


OFFERED A DRINK 


A motor driver from Fairview gave evi- 
dence that he met the defendant in civilian 
clothes on the morning of June 15 last in 
Fairview lane, and he asked the witness if he 
would have “ a drink out of the bottle.” De- 
fendant took a bottle of whiskey out of his 
pocket, and witness took a drink. 

While the accused man was drawing the 
cork of the bottle a carton of cigarettes fell 
out of his coat, The accu man handed 
the bottle to witness and picked up the 
cigarettes himself, and eventually went down 
towards Fairview avenue. e back of

Denis Kavanagh, North King street, gave 
evidence of leaving a cash register in 
Christie’s auction rooms, He since had seen 
a register at the Bridewell, and identified 
portion of it as his. 

Patrick O’Dwyer, North Earl street, pro- 
prietor of Christie’s, said that he received the 
register ‘from Kavanagh in May of 
1934. At ten o'clock one night while 
he was in the auction rooms he heard 
a banging at the door, and when he 
asked who was there someone ran away. 
He foliowed, but lost whoever it was. Later 
Guard Ahern, who was in civilian clothes, 
and other Guards came on the scene from 
a different direction, and they went into the 
premises and examined it together. The fol- 
lowing afternoon the cash register was 
missing.

The Senate, he continued, need have no 
regrets about the passing of the Public Safety 
Act.

Jedged that.in this country, and in view of 
this country’s history, some such measure 
was necessary. The jury system was so very 
‘Yiilnerable when opposed by armed con. 
Spiracy that it was necessary to have 
machinery for trial by special tmbunal in 
respect of certain classes of crime. 

But apart from these things, even if the 
work of the Senate had been as’ bad as its 
severest critics say, its abolition would still 
be an injustice to the State and a menace 
to the people. He felt that if unrestrained 
power were given to a party majority it im- 
perilled the liberty of the individual, and 
made the democratic machinery of the State 
ineffective. It would, perhaps, be possible, 
with safety, to operate a single-chamber 
Government if there were a rigid Constitu- 
tion, and if the Judiciary were fully safe- 
guarded and, as well as being nominally 
independent, had a legal independence which 
could not be taken from it; if they had a 
Supreme Court that would be able to check 
all laws by reference to their compliance with 
the Constitution. But he did not think these 
by any means represented as good a safe- 
guard as a Second Chamber. With the going 
of the Senate they immediately got into a 
very perilous position from the legal and 
constitutional viewpoint. There was no doubt 
at all that the disappearance undermined the 
guarantee of the independence of the Judiciary. 
The judges would find themselves in virtually 
the same position as major civil servants, He 
had great respect for the Civil Service, but 
he would not be prepared to trust it to 
defend the individual against a Government 
which was operating under strong motives 
of passion or anything of that kind. 


THE JUDICIARY 


There was a pretended small safeguard 
which required a special majority in the Dail 
before a judge could be dismissed; but, in a 
single day, the Constitution could be changed 
in such a way that a judge could be dismissed 
by a single vote. It would be extremely easy 
to take away-from the Supreme Churt the 
power to question the validity af any law. 
Consequently the pretended safeguards in the 
bill were pure eye-wash and gave no guarantee 
whatever that a heatex parliamentary 
majority might not dismiss a iudge for giving 
a decision contrary to their view. They would 
find that it would inevitably happen that 
there would be some whose minds would be 
influenced by the precariousness of their 
positiun and be deflected from the course they 
ought to follow.

Parlia- 
ment, and on the grounds thit it would 
enable it to get a fair vercict for what it had 
done. There was also the question of giving 
additional legislative power to the Cabinet or 
Executive Council. 

Under the proportional representation, 
which gave only a small majority, it was 
always possible to get excessive discipline in 

arties—a discipline which was rigid. There- 
FA, there was little liability of revolt against 
Government action which might be considered 
undesirable. There was also a danger of 
things being done by a combination of parties, 
The abolition of tae Senate would raise grave 
dangers. With a single chamber Government 
he did not say, or think, that the present 
Government had in mind to do any outrageous 
things; to limit the legislative functions of 
the Dail, or to interfere with the liberty of 
the citizens in any way. 


THE TEMPTATION 


But what was happening was that a posi- 


tion of temptation was being created, and that 
when some sort of difficulty or crisis occurred 
there was a danger that things that the 
Government did not intend to do would be 
undertaken and rushed through when there 
was no check, 

The experiment of single Chamber govern- 
ment was a much bigger experiment than 
was realised. It was a leap into the un- 
known. If there was a desire to move to a 
dictatorship, the way was perfectly easy. 
Whatever views he hitherto had held of 
President de Valera, he did not now believe 
that it was his intention to move to a 
dictatorship; but without a Second Chamber 
it would be perfectly easy for him to do so. 

Sir JOHN PURSER GRIFFITH said. that 
his only reason for speaking was to express 
his per® nal opinions that the passing of the 
bill leading to the dissolution of the House 
inevitably put an end to his great hopes of 
a united Ireland. He could not believe, from 
his experience of the North, that they ever 
would consent to a united Ireland on the 
aoe which must follow the passage of the 


ill. ' 

Mr. BAGWELL said that nothing they 
could say or do was likely to have any 
practical effect on the continued existence, 
or otherwise, of that House. To abolish the 
Senate without putting anything in its place 
seemed to him to be a long step away from 
liberty and a long step towards dictatorship.

was to be abolished, it was necessary that 
the Single Chamber should be re-cast and re- 
constructed, and given difterent powers with 
different safeguards. He thought that it was 
possitile to establish a Single Chamber which 
would have safeguards which he considered 
necessary for the preservation of public 
liberties. 


THE ALTERNATIVE 


Mr. JOHNSON expressed the belief that 
the Dail, as at present constituted, would be 
inefficient and dangerous if given complete 
power, unless it were reconstructed radically, 
and an entirely new business method oatab: 
lished. Unless safeguards such as indicated 
by President de Valera on the second reading 
of the bill were given -effect to, and the 
Parliamentary system attuned’ and made 
responsible to the popular opinion as voiced 
hy its representatives, the attensmliva was a 
series of revolutions and counter-revolutions. 
He felt that such things could not be avoided 
if they gave powers to an Executive with a 
disciplined body in the Dail to- overthrow the 
constitution at its ‘will. 


Mr. P. LYNCH, K.C., said that that 
House had passed a bill in a few hours which 
had taken from the people the bulwarks of 
liberty, and, therefore, was that House en- 
titled to claim that it preserved the liberty 
of the people. Did the House realise that 
they were asked to pass judgment on what 
had occurred in the House? Were they the 
best judges of their own case? The people 
had pronounced judgment against the Senate, 
and they were being asked to reverse the 
decision of the people. 

The President of the Executive Council had 
been accused of being responsible for the 
present state of affairs in regard to the boun- 
dary. He wondered if the House remembered 
its own responsibility in regard to the houn- 
dary. Some time after the Boundary Com 
mission had terminated there had been 
brought to the notice of the House the fact 
that a certain agreement, about which a gréat 
deal of discussion had taken place in the las* 
couple of years, had been entered into by 
one of the Cosgrave Ministers and by a. repre- 
sentative of the English Government. One 
of the terms of that agreement was that the 
boundary, so far as it could be made by 
these two signatories, should remain per- 
manent as it was, and when an effort had 
been made to set up a committee to investi- 
gate the circumstances under which the 
agreement had been made that House stood 
behind the Minister at the time when he 
said: “T will not allow any discussion or 
disclosure of the circumstances under which 
the agreement was made, or allow any mem- 
ber of the staff to produce any documents 
which might. throw light upon it.” 

Was the House satisfied with the part they 
took on that occasion in not insisting on the 
full disclosure of the cireumstances that led 
up to that agreement of 1926?

Mr. J. T. O’'FARRELL described the 
situation as an approach to a vital moment 
in the history of the country, as far as the 
political and civil liberties of the people were 
concerned, and said that the abolition decision 
was a sinister portent. He believed that it 
was unconstitutional—that one House had no 
right to destroy another. ° 

‘The real reason of the abolition of the 
Senate was that it had to be got out of the 
way to make way for dictatorship, or some- 
thing akin to it, and, once established, a 
dictatorship was almost j :possible to remove. 

Under a dictatorship the Opposition were 
robbed of every means of constitutional ex- 
pression, and there remained nothing for them 
but revolution and force—the resort to uncon- 
stitutional methods—and then their political 
fate was reached, 

A Senator—Are you speaking for the 
country? y : 

Mr. O'FARRELL—From dictatorship of a 
party to the dictatorship of one man 1s only 
a step; and dictatorship of a party is just as 
bad as dictatorship of one individual. 


LABOUR 


Continuing, he said that senators were sent 
to the House to work its machinery, and help 
to mould legislation in the interests of those 
they were sent to represent. He was sent 


there by 18,000 electors, and not to discredit 


or destroy the assembly, but to work it to the 


best of his ability, At each election there 
were more than sufficient Labour candidates, 
and it was never suggested by anyone that 
they were sent there to destroy the assembly. 

No Labour representative had been given 
a mandate to vote for the abolition of the 
Senate, and any representative exercising 
such right was abrogating to himself rights 
to which he had no claim. ere: 

He saw no prospect of Labour coming into 
office for many years. The day in which it 
would take office would be postponed by the 
regrettable tendency to render allegiance to 
the party and the political interests of an- 
other organisation. There had been an 
awakening. Deputies had admitted that they 
had been misled, and they heard little more 
about fortnightly interviews, not through any 
fault of Labour or the Labour Party, but 
they felt that they were unfairly treated. 

He was not prepared to do anything that 
would place dictatorship in the hands of any 
sarty—whatever dictatorship there would be 
it would not be a Labour dictatorship. A 
Labour representative who would do any- 
thing that might clear the way for a dicta- 
torship would be bartering away the rights 
of those by whom he was sent to Parliament 
to protect and defend. 

‘“1 suppose there will be those who here- 
after may look for rewards for their yest in 
bringing about the abolition of the House, 
but every uncorrupted, unintimidated mem- 
ber, without hesitation, will refuse to give 
his vote to end its existence, and they will 
do so in the highest interests of civil and 
political liberty.’ 


CIVIL WAR REMINDER 


Almost the first thing the Senate had doie 
when it had been established had been to try 
and bring about a settlement of the civil 
war. . That committee had had intercourse 
with the President, and on it had been men 
like Senator Jameson, and they had tried to 
save the President and members of the Go- 
vernment from the miseries that they were 
bringing on their country. He thought that 
it was rather ironical that the House should 
now have to face its destruction at the hands 
of those whom it had tried to save at the 
most critical period in its whole history.

THE PRESS 


The MacGILLYCUDDY said that one of 
the dangers that he saw was the control of 
the Press. The President had admitted, 
when the bill was passing through the other 
House, that never would do anything 
to stop expression of opinion, He (the 
speaker) thought that already there had been 
minor cases where the freedom of tha 
Press had been definitely interfered with. 
He looked with considerable al as to what 
might happen in the future. Jt is common 
knowledge that the various newspapers were 
circulated at the time of the renewal of the 
Coal-Cattle Pact, and. were instructed that 
they were not to comment on that. Other 
. papers in Dublin, Cork and Donegal had been 
puni or criticism of the Government 
policy by the loss of advertising, while efforts 
had n made in September last by the 
C.1.D. to find out who were the Pressmen 
who supplied the provincial and foreign. news- 
papers with news. That had led finally to a 

ublic protest by the Dublin branch of the 
nstitute of Journalists. That kind of pres- 
sure was not healthy, and could he developed 
to alter entirely the complexion of their 
national life, 

“You can have papers shut down; you 
could have a special Press law that would 
prevent any expression of opinion whatso- 
ever,” he added, 

Mr. W. QUIRKE said that there was al- 
ready sufficient evidence to prove that should 
the Senate get over its sickness, and get back 
to where it started, the Senate and its Chair- 
man would carry on the same campaign of 
personal attack and vilification of the Pre- 
sident which they had carried on in the past. 

For ten years they had attacked the Senate 
because it danced when Cosgrave played the’ 
tune. Were they now to come along and 
say they had changed their minds; that they 
were agreeable to an assembly pledged to 
the whistle of de Valera’. It had been denied 
that the Government. had ever got.a mandate 
for the abolition of the Senate, as if the 
people had not given their decision repeatedly 
on that particular question, oe 

The Government, according to that man- 
date, was not tied down to a one-Chamber 
Government, but the two-Chamber Govern- 
ment had been tried and found wanting. It 
was time to give the one-Chamber Govern- 
ment a trial, and if if was not found sue- 
cessful there was nothing to stap the country 
from going back to the old system. 


DETERMINED 


A point had been raised about the abolition 
of the Senate in its present. form, as if the 
be who voted for Fianna Fail had 

thered their heads as to whether the Senate 
was going to be continued in its present 
form. Al! they wanted and were determined 
on was that it should be abolished. It was 
impossible to remodel that House without 
removing it entirely, as least for a short 
period, They had had various indications 
that there was no necessity to make any pro- 
vision for the safety or security of the 
minority from the representatives of the 
minority, and he felt suré that those who 
talked loudest about vindictiveness realised 
that the man whom they challenged as being 
the culprit and arch-criminal of the Irish 
Free State was the least vindictive man who 
had ever stood on the steps of that or the 
other House, 

. When he came into that House he cama 
in at the invitation of the party, and he 
came in on the definite understanding that 
when the time came he was to be there to 
do his best to wreck that House. He was 
there to-day to see the wreck, and when that 
House was abolished he believed he would 
have done another good day's work for his 
country. . 

The question of a possible dictatorship had 
been discuysed by at least half-a-dozen 
members off that House, he continued.  |t 
was discussed by Senator O’Farreil, who 
posed as the leader of the Labour Party in 
the House, but he challenged Senator 
O'Farrell to prove that he was the leader im 
that House or ontside it. It was a disgrace 
to the Labour Party to allow such state n2.1ts 
to go unchallenged. 

No party in the country could hope to gain 
a national victory until they had national 
unity, until the Milroys and the Staineses 
were joined together, standing over the 
graves of their common dead. He believed 
the abolition of the House would bring them 
nearer to the day of that desirable change. 


LABOUR DIFFERS 


Mr. T. KENNEDY said that Senator 
O'Farrell had assumed the réle of leader 
of the Labour Party in the Senate, and had 
stated that no member of that party had 
any mandate to vote against the motion, 
Senator O'Farrell had no authority to make 
such a statement, and the position, from the 
Labour viewpoint, was that they were free 
to vote as they were directed by their con- 
science or common-sense. ‘The Labour 
members in the House could afford to pass 
over the cheap sneers of Senator O'Farrell, 

DR. OLIVER 8ST J. GOGARTY said that 
he had wondered why the President did not 
attend the House when such a vital question 
was on, and he had put it down to peevish- 
ness, but now he knew that the President 
had an excellent subaltern in Senator Quirke, 
who had referred to Omar Khavyam and 
‘going out of the door wherein he came.” 
On July 1935, a notice was published, 
stating that Ballinard Castle would be closed 
to deputations, and that deputations would 
be received at the Denis Lacy Club, or at 
the Senate on Tuesdays and Wednesdays. 
That notice had been signed ‘ Bill Quirke.” 
In. 1916 a jumble sale. had been held in 
Fethard Barracks for wounded soldiers and 
sailors. and among the miscellaneous donors 
was Mr. Bill Quirke, who had given a 
pedigree bitch, 

The President was stated to be busy by 
his lieutenant. Senator Quirke, who, he 
hoped, would have as many rewards as Sena- 
tor Connolly. Senators had stated that 
President de Valera was the most beloved 
Irish statesman that was ever in the country, 
and that there were hundreds of thousands 
longing for him. It was true, in effect, 
that President de Valera had the biggest 
bodyguard since Lynchehaun. 

“History repeats itself,’’ 
Gogarty. 

Mr. O’MATLLE rose to a point of order, 
and asked if that was a proper illustration 
to give. 

Dr. GOGARTY—Well, he came 
Mavo, vou know, Senator. 

Mr COMYN—There should be a limit to 
this kind of talk. 

Mr, FORAN said that, in all public de- 
cency, the Chairman should call on Senator 
Gogarty to withdraw. The comparison the 
Senator had made was odious and hideous. 
After all, Mr. de Valera was the President 
of the State, and it was outrageous for a 
man to get up in an assembly like that and 
draw such comparisons. 


BODYGUARDS 


Dr. GOGARTY—TI have the greatest plea- 
sure in withdrawing my remarks making a 
comparison between the criminal Lynchehaun 
and President de Valera. I was only com- 
paring the strength of their bodyguards. 
President de Valera is the greatest national 
fiasco since Jem Roche, and I have not the 
slightest anxiety of him being a dictator. 

Continuing, he said that a comparison had 
been made with the destruction of Grattan’s 
Parliament, some members of which were 
stated to be ambitious got honours, while 
‘others got sums of money. Well, President 
de Valera could confer honour on nobody, 
and money would be merely a promissory 
note. Only five or six Senators had got 
jobs, and it. was no wonder that 

enator Quirke could look forward with 
equanimity to the abolition of that House.

In absenting himself from the House the 
President was merely trooping his discourtesy 
to the House which was to be dissolved in 
silence by his ukase. They might not have 
any more elections, and the first thing that 
would go—it already had been in mind—was 
the freedom of the Press. They saw the 
judiciary threatened already: then they would 
have & moratorium in connection with Savings 
Certificates and hanks, and then the move- 
ments of the citizens would be restricted. 

The freedom of the Press would be the first 
thing to go, just as Oranmore Aerodrome had. 
heen closed down. It had been closed down 
when a thousand copies o f the Evening 
Herald had been sent down. and had cansed 
a thousand Jess: in the sales of the /rish 
Press. These thousand copies had been flown 
from Kildopan to Oranmore, which was 
closed, 

It was a serious and sad matter of concern 
to them all that after so many years fighting 
for liberty it had heen caricatured and made 
ridiculous by the Trish people themselves, who 
were unaccustomed or inenpable of governing 
themselves, and. got rid of the Englishmen to 
take ina foreigner. They all knew the 
McCarthys and Burkes, but who knew who 
de Valera was? They had made him Chan- 
cellor of the National University: and. in 
showing his contempt for the Kine’s Envlish 
the President had made three mistakes in a 
phrase of three words when he referred to 
dairying as the most fundamental branch of 
agriculture, University representation was 
now to go in order that representation in the 
Dail might be bronght down to the intel.

Contmuing, he said that the present Govern- 
ment was elected by the people, and they 
had heen delilerately obstructed on numerous 
occasions until their patience had. heen tried 
to breaking point, and the breach had come. 
In voting against the motion, he was satisfied 
that he was voting in the interests of the 
working class. 3 

Mr. BROWN. K.C., said that he concurred 
with every word of Senator Douglak’s speech, 
He had read most of the pronouncements of 
the President’ on the subiect of a Second 
Chamber, and he was wholly unable to form 
any idea as to his real opinion on the subject.

He urged on the President most strongly that 
he owed it to the country to give a definite 
assurence that there would he a Second 
Chembher when the Senate disappeared.

THE JUDGES 


Speaking of the effect of a Single Chamber 
Government on the independence of the 
judges, he said the liberty of ths people 
depended on it more than on anything else. 
That independence was not going to he 
assured by the provision in the bill of a four- 
seventh majority in the Single Chamber that 
would exist. If they destroyed the independ. 
ence of the Bench they would destroy what 
was quite as valuable for the protection of 
the liberty of the subject—the independence 
of the Bar. They would not get courageous 
and independent men to practice before a 
Bench that was not independent, and the last 
protection of the liberty of the people would 
disappear. 

As a member of the House for more than 
twelve years, he hoped that the next House 
would be as free from political bitterness as 
the present Senate had been. 

Mr. DOUGLAS, replying to the debate, 
said that twenty months ago, when the origi- 
nal bill was before the House, the President 
realised the danger. He had all that time to 
deal with the matter, but the bill as it stood

An Appeal: 

Although the Free State Senate has been 
condemned to death, some doubt seems to 
exist concerning the execution of the 
sentence. As a result of a motion in the 
Dáil yesterday, in respect of the bill to 
abolish University representation, the 
Upper Chamber may secure a new,~if a 
short, lease of life, and some close 
it will not disappear until next April. Is 
it possible that President de Valera is 
thinking better of his first decision to get 
rid of the Senate altogether? His attitude 
during the last two days certainly does not 
suggest that he has any greater interest 
in the Upper House at present than he 
had when the bill for its abolition first 
was introduced. He deliberately absented 
himself from an exceedingly important 
debate, thereby giving the impression, 
rightly or wrongly, that he has ceased to 
bother about the Senate ; yet, somehow we 
cannot but feel that he is not entirely blind 
to the dangers of the situation which he 
has created. We believe that President 
de Valera at heart is a democrat. Indeed, 
in some respects he has made a fetish of 
majority rule. On the other hand, he has 
been tempted in recent years to interpret 
the “will of the people ” after his own 
ideas, and to think that because he has 
secured a majority of votes at a general 
election he has received a popular mandate 
to act precisely as he chooses. In short, 
he is using democratic forms to justify 
the acts of a dictator. His treatment of 
the Senate provides the clearest example 
of this paradox. It is certainly true that 
at the last election the Fianna Fail Party 
told a largely uninformed electorate that 
it proposed to abolish the Senate, “ as-at 
present constituted.’’ We do not suppose 
that more than a couple of thousand voters 
paid the least heed to this proposal ; most 
of them were concerned solely with the 
personal issue between Messrs. de Valera 
and Cosgrave, and if the former had pro- 
posed to abolish the Hill of Howth he still 
would have been returned to power. Even 
if we assume, however, that the entire 
electorate was, and is, thirsting for the 
abolition of the Senate ‘‘ as at present con- 
stituted ’’—and no Fianna [dil speaker 
ever went farther—President de Valera has 
no warrant of any kind for its destruction 
without the provision of an alternative 
Second House. If he is a democrat he 
must admit that his mandate is limited, 
and that he is abusing his position as head 
of the State when he proposes to do 
without a Second Chamber even for an 
experimental period. It is no excuse to 
plead that he has been unable after careful 
thought to devise a satisfactory form of 
alternative ; his plain duty is to find some 
such form, and until he shall have found 
it, to leave the existing Senate alone. 
Apart altogether from this aspect of the 
case, we wonder if President de Valera, 
who, we believe, really does think of 
Ireland as a whole, ever realises the effect 
which his conduct is having on public 
If he refuses 
to think of the twenty-six counties as a 
political entity, will he not admit that a 
majority of the people of the thirty-two 
counties, if they could be consulted, would ' 
vote against uni-cameral government? 
Does he not know that every step that he 
takes towards a dictatorship in the 
Saorstát widens the g 5 between Dublin 
and Belfast? We appeal to him, even at 
this late hour, to pause before he takes a 
step that may drive the last nail into the 
cofin of Irish unity. A gesture of good- 
will at this stage to those who do not agree } 
with him would be of enormous value to 
the nation.

_ The Red Army 
For many years Russia has been the 
** dark horse ” of Europe. Everybody has 


known dimly that a gigantic experiment 
was in process within her colossal borders,

no infcrmation concerning her real condi- 
tions, her attitude towards the rest of the 
world, and, in particular, her armaments. 
Tt is only of late that the plain man of 


Russia not only is one ci the most 
populous of civilised nations, but'that she 
is one of the most formidable. Yesterday 
Marshal Tachachevsky, the U.S.S.R.’s 
Vice-Commissar for Defence, offered a 
measure of enlightenment ‘‘ Upon the 
demand of the Government at any 
moment,” he said, “we can put against 
an enemy on the eastern or western 
frontiers of the Soviet Union a formidable 
and ever-ready armed force. This year 
the strength of the Red Army will be 
increased to 1,300,000 men.” An army of 
1,500,000 men is not extraordinarily huge 
for a country of such magnitude as 
Russia’s; but it is clear that Marshal 
Tuchachevsky has erred on the side of 
under-statement. Even if the standing 
army is no greater, there is little doubt 
that Russia, at the shortest notice, could 
put into the field a well trained army of 
many millions. The strength of her air 
force remains a dark secret, but the 
experts of many nations regard it 
as among the finest, if not actually the 
finest, of modern air arms. 

Russia’s doctrines of society and govern- 
ment are unpopular here, but their 
unpopularity furnishes no reason why she 
should be denied credit for many of her 
international achievements. It is no 
exaggeration to say that Russia’s contribu- 
tions to the various Disarmament Con- 
ferences, large and small, have borne the 
stamp of sincerity and directness. The 
same clarity which has marked Mr. de 
Valera’s statements at Geneva is charac- 


is inspired, we think, by very similar 
motives, This country does not want war, 
because she is bound to suffer in it, and 
can gain nothing. Russia does not want 
war, because she, in like manner, can 
gain nothing; in fact, it would mean an 
instant stoppage of all her gigantic 
projects.for internal development. During 
the great Disarmament Conference Russia 
made not, perhaps, the most practical, but 
certainly the simplest, proposal for an all- 
round reduction of arms—a proposal so 
simple that it was howled down at once. 
It is clear that she is one of the extremely 
few nations which have no offensive aims; 
she wishes to keep what she has, but is 
not ambitious for more. Why, then, is 
Marshal Tuchachevsky at pains to let the 
world know the size of the Red Army? 
Is it not because the Kremlin suspects the 
possibility of another widespread war in 
the very near future, and is issuing a 
general warning: *‘ Hands off Russia’’? 
There are ample grounds for the suspicion. 
Germany is re-arming with speed by land, 


sea and air. Japan has repudiated the 


Naval Conference, with the inevitable 
result that at least six nations will 


intensify their building programmes from 
now onwards. Italy, by her unjustified 
invasion of Ethiopia, has created a situa- 
tion of such delicacy that an unguarded 
phrase may plunge kEurope—not_ to 
mention Asia and America—into war at 
any moment. Can we wonder that Russia, 
though she can gain nothing from war, has 
been compelled to take part in the evil 
race ? i 

The Soviet Union is herself in a position 
of grave danger. On the one side, she 
must face the implacable hostility of 
Germany ; and Germany’s new friendship 
with Poland, who herself has no love for 
Russia, brings the menace conspicuously 
closer to the Russian borders. Even more 
perilous are Japan’s imperialistic ambi- 
tions. For a long time past a state of 
tension has existed between the Soviet 
Union and Japan; and the clashes which 
have occurred at various times during the 
last few Outer Mongolia 
threaten to increase the tension. Not 
only Outer Mongolia—which is a buffer 
State between Siberia and Japan’s puppet- 
State of Manchukuo—but also the eastern 
areas of Siberia proper must offer a potent 
temptation to the Japanese.

dictatorship, and dictatorship cannot 
survive a reverse.

The Steam Engine 


Who is to be given the credit for the 
steam engine? For the last hundred and 
fifty years it has been one of the most 
important influences in the world—linking 
the nations together by land and sea, 
supplying power for their factories, and 
creating an altogether new standard of 
life—and yet nobody can be quite sure as 
to its inventor. Even George Stephen- 
son, who “‘ created ’’ the railways, was not 
the inventor of the locomotive; and for 
the origin of the stationary steam engine 
one must go much farther back than 
James Watt, whose bicentenary will be 
celebrated this week in London. Like 
many other inventions, the steam engine 
is the child of many brains; but that fact 
need not prevent one from giving due 
honour to Watt and Stephenson. Watt’s 
birth in 1736, indeed, is a significant date. 
Up to that time the world had moved 
slowly through the centuries, and one 
imagines that life in England in 1736 must 
have differed little in its essentials from 
life in 1636. After James Watt’s arrival, 
however, it was to move with a bewilder- 
ing rapidity, so that nowadays there is no 
guarantee that the lives of people may 
not be turned in a new direction every 
five or ten years. Steam engines existed 
before Watt’s time, but he made them 
efficient, and they became probably one of 
the greatest single causes of the industrial 
revolution. Thereafter 2 new world— 
though, possibly, not a better one—began 
to emerge. Steam power made factory 
work possible; people began to drift from 
their old work on the land to the new 
industrial towns, and soon the age of mass 
production and invention was in full being. 
As it proceeds it gathers momentum, and 
one cannot guess to what goal it will lead 
the world at last, or whether another age 
may look upon Watt not as a benefactor, 
but as one who opened Pandora’s box,

An Empire Air Base 


The Air Ministry has decided that Ports- 
mouth shall be the new great Empire air 
base for flying boats and aeroplanes. The 
exact situation will be at Langstone Har- 
bour, which-is about four: miles away froin 
Thorny Island—recently bought by the Air 
Ministry for a new Royal Air Force base‘ 
The main London railway passes the aero- 
drome, and there is a ferry service between 
Hayling Island «and Langstone Harbour.

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Artificial Breathing 


A report issued by some medical officers 
at the North-Eastern Hospital of the 
L.C.C. describes some wonderful cures 
brought about by the help of an artificial 
breathing machine. The apparatus con- 
sists of a bed, on which the patient lies, 
with all his body, except the head, enclosed 
in an air-tight metal chamber. Artificial 
breathing is induced by rhythmically 
changing the pressure inside from 
atmospheric to negative by bellows worked 
by an electric motor. The depth of the 
breathing can be varied by valves, and the 
rate controlled by a mechanical device. The 
machine was brought into use in 1934. and 
in the fist ease a sufferer from diphtheria 
Was put in it on the forty-sixth day, at the 


| earliest sign of diaphragmatic paralysis. 


On the. fifty-second day breathing was 
normal. He was removed from the 
machine, and “further progress was un- 
eventful. Several other cases are quoted, 
including that of a child who was put into 
the machine on the fortv-fourth day of her 
illness, and was removed in a satisfactory 
condition on the fifty-first day. Without 
the machine she was incapable of breath- 
ing for even short periods.

‘HEN the Senáte met yesterday, the

In the 
Seanad, from the beginning, seats have been 
placed in the Chamber, behind those reserved 
for Ministers, for the use of their advisers 
when business for which those Ministers are 
responsible is being transacted and the Minis: 
ters are in attendance, the object being to 
enable Ministers to have intimate couversa- 
tion with their advisers, and to receive 


| LIFFORD, Thursday. 
The Pig Marketing Board have issued a 
notice to the pig producers of the Counties 
Donegal, Leitrim, Cavan and Monaghan, 
stating that if at anv future time the Board 


has to intervene to help producers to find 
a market for their pigs, it will do so only 
on condition that live pigs are offered for 
sale. The Board would absolutely refuse 
to purchase pork carcases. 

The Board also states that it desires it 
to be known to pig producers that a 
limited time was fixed for the adoption of 
the Large White York, and the disappear- | 
ance Of other types of pigs. At six to 
seven months old a pig is usually finished 
for conversion into bacon, and, therefore, 
if pig producers would now adopt the 
Large White, the progeny would be 
marketable by October 1, 1936, and would 
be of the type required by curers. 

In future, it is stated, producers would 
find it extremely difficult to get a hcensed 
curer to accept any but the Large White, 
and if this breed were adopted generally 
—and if at the same time producers 
decided to market their pigs alive—the 
present restricted market for pigs in the 
counties mentioned would. be enlarged to 
include all licensed curers in the Saorstat, 
as well as all dealers who shipped pigs to 


foreign countries.

MR. GAVAN DUFFY’S

“The Constitution of the Irish Free State: 
its Origin and Character,’’ was the title of an 
address given by Mr. George Gavan Dufty, 
K.C., at the inaugural meeting of the Stand- 
ing Committee on Legislation Affecting 
Women, in the Mansion House, Dublin, last 
night. 

Mr. Duffy said that as an mstrument of 
government, the Constitution was an excellent | 
piece of work, though it contained some 
defects which had proved rather serious; but 
under the particular circumstances of the time, 
it was a remarkable document. 

While the Constitution at first proposed 
was of the most rigid character, they now 
had a Constitution which could be changed 
overnight with the least difficulty. It was 
a most fluid Constitution. 

As proposed, it could only be changed 
after a number of steps had “been taken, 
which were not always easy to secure, but as 
it was passed iti was the easiest Constitution 
in the world to change. There was a great 
difference of opinion among constitutional 
lawyers as to whether or not the Constitu- 
tion ought to be rigid. It was said to be 
more stable if it was rigid, but in that 
case, of course, there might be some ve 
desirable reform that it might not be able 
to get through.

But 
if there were a greater exodus to the country 
it would be better for the health of their 
bodies and the sanity of their minds, 

Mr. Mason referred to the North Bull 
Island at Dollymount as the ideal resort for 
the army of workers in the city, and he said 
that he was horrified when he first read about 
the Blue Lagoon project, and breathed a 
sigh of relief when it appeared to be dead. 

“ Recently,’’ continued Mr. Mason, ‘‘ the 
project has been again in the public eye— 
pressure has been brought on public opinion 
and on the authorities—specious arguments, 
such as the relief of unemployment and the 
national pride, have been used in order to 
further this act of vandalism. I cannot 
think that the motives behind this agitation 
are altogether altruistic.”’ 


‘“OUTRAGEOUS PROPOSAL "' 


He protested. strongly against ‘‘this out- 
rageous proposal.’’ Surely, he added, it 
was a crime that such a beautiful place for 
the citizens of Dublin should be desecrated 
by the vulgarity of the showman and the 
harsh, strident noises of the speed-boat. Care 
for the amenities in the life of its citizens 
should take. first place in the counsels of 
the Corporation, and he earnestly appealed 
to the civic authorities to prohibit the ill- 
conceived scheme.

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DR. ETHNA BYRNE'S LECTURE 
Lecturing last night beíore the Academy of 


| Christian Art on “Recent Art-Work in 


Haly,” Dr. Ethna Byrne, M.A. D. és-L., 
honorary general secretary of the Academy, 
reviewed the various great works . accom- 
plished by the Fascist régime during the past 
few years. 
Taking as central theme the new Via 
dell’Impero, which runs from the Piazza 
Venezia to the Colosseum, the lecturer 
described the excavations which have un- 
covered the whole area of the great Imperial 
Fora (Julius Cesar’s Forum) and those of 
Nerva, Augustus and Trajan. The new 
arrangement of the Colosseum quarter was 
also described.. Other new streets—the Via 
del Mare (road of the sea), a great attery 
leading from Rome to Ostia, and Via del 
Circo Massimo—show how in the present 
transformation of Rome town-planning has 
been combined with excavation work to 
secure the most harmonious results. 
After the Imperial Fora and the great 
new roads, the lecturer dealt with the Foro 
Mussolini, which constitutes the most im- 
pressive and interesting group of buildings 
that the Fascist régime has given to the 
capital. The newly-inaugurated University 
City was described, and also Pontinia, the 
third town to arise on the recently reclaimed 
Pontine Marshes. 
The lecture was illustrated by a number of 
projections, including maps and reconstruc- 
tions. 
A vote of thanks to the lecturer was pro- 
sed by the Rev. Dr. O'Halloran, seconded 
- Count, Plunkett, and supported by Count 
Eduardo Tomacelli Filomarino. Among those 
present were Signor Lodi Fé, Royal Italian 
Consul-General ; Dr. C. delle Piane.

To-night, in the Town Hall, Limerick, the 
conference summoned by the Mayor (Mr. J, 
M. Casey) met again for the purpose of 
hearing the decision of the Woodworkers’ 
Society to proposals submitted at the first 
conference, with a view to effecting a settle- 
ment of the dispute. The carpenters had 
struck against the use of iron window frames, 
and the master builders had suspended them 
and given notice of a general lock-out.
